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ALEXANDER WOULD FACE SYSTEM CHANGES AT LSU 


If hired at LSU, 
Alexander would help 
restructure the system.

Since January, the Cal State Uni- 
versity system has been searching for 


presidents for two of its campuses — 
and it may soon add Cal State Long 
Beach to the list. 

On Monday, the Presidential Search 
Committee at Louisiana State Univer- 
sity recommended CSULB President 
F. King Alexander to become the next 
president of the LSU system. 

“This is an exciting period at a dif- 
ficult time for higher education,” Al- 
exander said in an LSU news release. 
“LSU has developed a great reputation 
due to the work of its faculty and staff 
and the quality of its students, and 


I would be honored to be part of that 
cohesive team as it moves into the fu- 
ture.” 

The LSU Board of Supervisors will 
vote on March 27 on whether to accept 
Alexander’s candidacy for the posi- 
tion. Alexander did not respond to the 
Daily 49er’s request for comment. 

According to LSU Director of Me- 
dia Relations Ernie Ballard, LSU has 
seen cuts to state funding in recent 
years. For example, the budget for the 
system’s main campus previously re- 
lied 70 percent on state funding and 


30 percent on tuition; however, in the 
past year, the split was 34 percent state 
funding and 66 percent tuition. 

Ballard also said via email that LSU 
is “going through a reorganization 
process,” as the Board of Supervi- 
sors along with the new president will 
make decisions on a new structure and 
makeup of the entire LSU system. 

The restructuring aims to bring the 
various components of the LSU sys- 
tem — including multiple universities, 
a law school and two medical schools 
— together into a collaborative unit,

utritional sciences graduate student 
Chanel Suarez said she was heart- 
broken when she found out that her 
friend, Elizabeth Ramos, had been 
hit by a car while jogging by campus. 

“It was very sad,” Suarez said. “It was hard 
news to handle.” 

Ramos, a senior nutrition major, was hit by a 
car on Feb. 4 while she was jogging on Bellflower 
Boulevard. The driver of the car, Ali Vahdatiasl, 
allegedly ran a red light, according to Long Beach 
Police Detective Sirilo Garcia. The LBPD could 
not immediately identify Ramos because she had 
no identification on her. Her parents, Vincent and 
Lydia Ramos, identified her the day after the ac- 
cident. 

Suarez said that what happened to Elizabeth 
Ramos could have happened to any runner, which 
prompted her to promote safety while offering aid

to Elizabeth Ramos. 

“T felt like there was no better way to do that 
than by selling a running shoe ID tag because, 
first of all, Liz [Elizabeth Ramos] is a runner,” Su- 
arez said. “She was a track and field athlete here at 
Cal State Long Beach.” 

Suarez brought the idea to the Student Dietetics 
Association (SDA), of which she is the community 
outreach chair, in mid-February. The group then 
asked the Long Beach State athletics department 
to partner with them in selling runner ID tags 
for the newly created Liz Ramos Runner Safety 
Fundraiser (LRRSF). 

“We thought it [the fundraiser] was great,” Ash- 
ley Bennet, assistant to the athletic director, said. 
“We jumped all over it.” 

The athletics department is financially backing 
LRRSF, and the SDA is carrying out the market- 
ing plan for the fundraiser, according to Bennet. 

“We just want to bring awareness to the com- 
munity that Liz Ramos was unidentified for 36 
hours, and that’s scary,” Bennet said. “You don’t 
think about something like that until it happens.”

BOT shifts 
technology 
discussion 
at Tuesday’s 
meeting 


The Board talks about 
uses for the increased 
funding in Brown’s 
budget proposal.

Previous discussions concerning the 
$10 million allotted for technology in 
Gov. Jerry Brown’s budget proposal 
focused primarily on Cal State Online, 
specifically on how online courses 
could address the issue of accessibility 
to bottleneck courses. 

However, at Tuesday’s Cal State 
University Board of Trustees meeting, 
the Board shifted this discussion to 
how the $10 million might be used in 
classrooms instead. 

At the meeting, Trustee Steven 
Glazer requested a report on how the 
money could be used to improve ef- 
ficiency within the CSU system after 
several trustees said that integrating 
technology into courses with high fail- 
ure rates would be a better way to use 
the funds. The report will be reviewed 
by Chancellor Timothy P. White and 
Brown. 

Lt. Gov. Gavin Newsom opened the 
discussion after hearing what he said 
appeared to be conflicting and varied 
opinions about how the money should

Associated Students Inc. held a 
Meet and Greet event yesterday, but 
students seemed infinitely more inter- 
ested in the free pizza than speaking 
to candidates running for positions in 
student government. 

Beginning at noon on the Friend- 
ship Walk, the meet and greet ses- 
sion was designed to allow students to 
meet, listen to and question those run- 
ning for ASI positions in the upcoming 
elections. 

Around 10 tables were set up at the 
event, with more than a dozen candi- 
dates running for positions ranging 
from ASI president to senator-at-large, 
available for students to speak to. 

ASI President John Haberstroh, 
who is running for re-election, said the 
meet and greet was a good opportunity 
for students to actually speak to those 
running for ASI office and to put a face 
to the names splashed on the posters 
dotted throughout campus. 

“It’s a one-on-one interaction with 
those running for office, so students 
can inform themselves about what’s 
going on,” Haberstroh said. 

He also said that hosting more 
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Gregory Ruiz, a candidate for the senator for the college of the 
arts, talks to students during the ASI Meet and Greet event. 


events like this throughout the cam- 
paign period would boost student vot- 
ing figures. In 2012, just 14 percent of 
students cast ballots during the ASI 
elections. 

“I would definitely support having 
more events like this through the cam- 
paign,” Haberstroh said. “You can’t 
possibly speak to all 36,000 people 
even within 2 weeks, but the more ex- 
posure we can get, the better.” 

The meet and greet was thriving in 
its first half hour, but the student gov- 
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ernment candidates were not the star 
attraction; instead, students had their 
eyes on the boxes of free Domino’s 
pizza. But as the food supply dried 
up, so too did the student traffic in the 
area. More often than not, there were 
more candidates than potential voters 
on the walkway. 

Carlos Pelayo, a freshman psychol- 
ogy major running for ASI senator- 
at-large, said that the vast majority 
of those attending only took the free 
food and were not interested in hearing 
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what candidates had to say. 

“A lot of people are walking by and 
not even taking notice of what we’re 
doing,” he said. “We’re trying to bring 
more awareness, get more people in- 
volved in ASI to make a better campus, 
but about three-quarters of the people 
so far have passed by without wanting 
to talk to anybody.” 

Mel Ramirez, a sophomore com- 
puter science major, said he just came 
to the event for a free meal. 

“I just came to get free pizza,” 
Ramirez said. “I don’t know much 
about the candidates running this year. 
I haven’t been looking at the posters or 
anything.” 

Ramirez said that he probably 
wouldn’t vote in the 2013 ASI elec- 
tions. 

He said that because of time con- 
straints from midterms and assign- 
ments, he has not had time to learn 
about the candidates. 

Ramirez also said that the elections 
should be moved closer to the start of 
semester, when students have a lighter 
workload and more time to research 
candidates and vote. 

“T guess having more of these events 
might make me more likely to vote, but 
I think they should hold it at the begin- 
ning of the year,’ Ramirez said. “Ev- 
eryone has midterms and assignments, 
so there’s less time to learn about the 
candidates.” 

ASI elections will be held online 
from March 22 to 27. For more infor- 
mation on the candidates and how to 
vote, visit www.asicsulb.org/student- 
government. 
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The ID tags clip on to a runner’s 
shoe and have a space to write the 
runner’s name and emergency con- 
tact information. Suarez said that the 
ID tags cost $3 each or $5 for two. All 
proceeds from the fundraiser will go 
to Elizabeth Ramos’ medical and reha- 
bilitation expenses. 

Evans Manufacturing in Garden 
Grove produced the ID tags, which 
cost 84 cents each to make, according 
to Bennet. The goal of the fundraiser is 
to sell 1,000 ID tags in order to make 
$2,000 so that the SDA and LBSU ath- 
letics can cover their expenses as well 
as raise money for Elizabeth Ramos, 
according to Bennet. 

The LRRSF started selling the ID 
tags on March 11 and will continue to 
sell them until April 30, according to 
Suarez. They raised $815 as of Mon- 
day. 

The ID tags can be purchased through 
the SDA, at Barrett Athletic Administra- 
tion building, at baseball, softball, and 
men’s volleyball games and at the infor- 
mation desk in the University Student 
Union, according to Suarez. Students 
can also “Like” the LRRSF on Facebook 
to get in direct contact with the students 
selling the ID tags. 

“TElizabeth Ramos] is truly a very 
kind and considerate person, and she’s 
always willing to help,” Suarez said. 
“She’s very selfless, and she’s a lot 
of fun too. And she has a great spirit 
about her.” 

Vincent Ramos said that the fund- 
raiser was a really good idea. 

“We’re amazed,” he said. “She is 
loved so much.”

Elizabeth Ramos speaks 


The senior nutrition major spoke her first 
words since the accident on Feb. 4.

Vincent and Lydia Ramos thought 
their daughter Elizabeth Ramos might 
never speak again after she was hit by a 
car while jogging on Bellflower Boule- 
vard last month. 

Then, on March 11, Elizabeth Ra- 
mos’s friend Meredith Robe came to 
visit her at Kindred Hospital in West- 
minster. Elizabeth Ramos opened her 
eyes, looked at Robe and started mum- 
bling and waving her arms. 

“Oh God, we were crying,” Vincent 
Ramos said. “We couldn’t believe it. 
It’s a miracle to hear someone speak 
who hasn’t for six weeks. We didn’t 
know if she would speak again.” 

Elizabeth Ramos is now able to have 
conversations as well as read and write, 
according to her father. On Monday she 


was able to stand on one leg and hop 
a bit. She is currently working with a 
physical therapist and a speech thera- 
pist, Vincent Ramos said. 

Vincent Ramos said that when he 
gave his daughter her phone for the first 
time after the accident, the first thing 
she did was call all of her professors 
and tell them she wouldn’t be able to 
make it to class because her body was 
broken. 

“She’s so goal-oriented,” he said. 
“She wants to graduate with her class 
in the spring and go to medical school 
in Minnesota.” 

Unfortunately, Elizabeth Ramos 
will have to delay her graduation while 
she recovers, according to Vincent Ra- 
mos. Elizabeth Ramos is no longer on 
paid medication, and she might need 
surgery on her left leg, depending on 
how it heals, her father said. 

Elizabeth Ramos will stay at Kindred 
Hospital for another few weeks, depend- 
ing on whether or not she has surgery. 
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those changes,” Chatelain said. “We are 
looking for a proven professional who is 
a collaborative leader, a great listener and 
an optimist about the future of LSU. We 
think we have found that individual.” 
CSU Spokesman Mike Uhlenkamp 
said that if Alexander moves to LSU, 
the following national search for a new 
CSULB president would likely parallel 
ongoing searches for presidents at Cal 
State Fresno and Cal State Los Angeles. 
Uhlenkamp said these searches 


started in January and that the CSU 
hopes to have them concluded in May. 

“These processes tend to take about 
six months,” he said. 

According to Uhlenkamp, the 
search would compose of two com- 
mittees: a search committee, com- 
posed of CSU Chancellor Timothy P. 
White and other members from the 
CSU Board of Trustees; and an advi- 
sory committee, composed of faculty, 
staff, students and members of the 
Long Beach community. 

The committees would start their 
search by holding a public meeting on 
CSULB’s campus to determine which 
qualities and characteristics are neces- 


sary for the next president, according to 
Uhlenkamp. He said these choices differ 
from campus to campus within the CSU. 

Ulhenkamp also said that White 
would appoint an interim president for 
CSULB while the search is ongoing. 

Douglas Robinson, vice president for 
student services at CSULB, said Alex- 
ander’s current leadership would benefit 
the university even after his leaving. 

“I think based on my experience, 
the university will continue to move 
forward because of the momentum 
gained from President Alexander’s 
leadership,” Robinson said.

“What I’m trying to get my arms 
around . . . is what your intentions are 
with the $10 million?” Newsom said 
to Brown. “Is it to do what [the BOT] 
is proposing, which is not necessar- 
ily enhancing or expanding online 
education exclusively, but redesigning 
courses and using technology in broad 
strokes to improve efficiency?” 

Brown said that while online educa- 
tion is important, other ventures could 
be just as beneficial: He said that he 
considers San Jose State University to 
be a leader in technological innova- 
tion and that SJSU President Moham- 
mad Qayoumi should be consulted 
when considering how the $10 million 
should be spent. 

“You're right; redesigning courses 


isn’t online,” Brown said. “To answer 
your question, [SJSU] is decentral- 
ized. It is extremely innovative and 
has provided a substitute for a face-to- 
face course. That’s what I thought the 
$10 million was for.” 

Newsom said a recent report 
showed that 35 percent of SJSU’s 
14,000 students take online courses, a 
large number achieved without a cen- 
tralized, CSU-wide online education 
platform. He also questioned if $10 
million is even necessary for online 
education when campuses are able to 
achieve high numbers of online cours- 
es without additional state funding. 

“T think if you have a course that is 
not well designed and students are not 
really engaged, putting it online will 
only make the course more boring and 
students will be even less engaged,” 
Qayoumi said. 

He said that an SJSU electrical en- 
gineering course that had a 41 percent 


failure rate dropped to nine percent af- 
ter the course was redesigned to better 
utilize technology. 

“Our hope is to use that same model 
in a lot of other courses, but even that re- 
quires some initial cost,’ Qayoumi said. 

Classes with a failure rate of 20 
percent or higher will be the focus 
of course-redesigning efforts, said 
Executive Vice Chancellor and Chief 
Academic Officer Ephraim P. Smith. 

“Our goal is not to make the courses 
easier, but to provide different ways to 
provide students with technology that 
will improve pass rates for courses,” 
Smith said. 

Especially troublesome, according 
to Smith, is when large numbers of 
student don’t pass “bottleneck” cours- 
es, classes that are required to take 
several other courses. Smith said fail- 
ing bottleneck courses creates a jam 
that lowers efficiency and prevents 
other students from entering the CSU.

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A thought on this year’s student government campaign posters 


Marketing is everything, especially when it 
comes to vying for the most powerful student 
government positions at CSULB. 

Most students who aren’t busy looking at their 
cell phones or chitchatting have seen many of the 
different types of campaign posters on campus. 

While it is hard to prove which candidate has 
had the most effective and persuasive posters, it 
is clear that the John Haberstroh and Jonathon 
Bolin’s re-election posters trump all. 

“A vote for Jon is a vote for America” is the 
most memorable poster, in my opinion. While it 
says nothing about his platform, it lingers in the 
mind like the smell of freshly brewed coffee. It 
just doesn’t leave.

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Baseball players will continue to cheat regardless of suspensions 


Time could be ticking for Major League Base- 
ball all-star Ryan Braun. Braun’s name has been 
thrown into the hat of the many baseball players 
who have been accused of taking performance- 
enhancing drugs (PEDs). 

Braun was able to escape suspension last sea- 
son after he failed MLB’s drug test. Braun won 
his appeal by shoddily proving that his sample 
could have been tampered with. 

Braun went on to have another great sea- 
son and ended up playing in this year’s World 
Baseball Classic. However, his name has surfaced 
once again in association with PED use. Only this 
time, he may not be as lucky. 

Braun has been linked to the Biogenesis clinic 
which houses the alleged provider of PEDs, Dr. 
Anthony Bosch. Braun isn’t the only player at- 
tached to the clinic. Washington Nationals pitcher 
Gio Gonzalez was attached to the using the clinic, 
however, he proved the substances he used were 
“legal.” Yankees third baseman Alex Rodriguez 
is another player with ties to Bosch, and it is well- 


documented that he received PED injections from 
the doctor himself. 

Braun owes the clinic money, but he has 
released a statement saying the payment is for the 
time Bosch spent as a consultant for Braun during 
last season’s appeal. Braun says this is his only 
connection to the Bosch. 

Braun has seemed to be a Teflon man as he 
continues to dodge the many accusations that 
have been thrown at him in 
the past two seasons. How- 
ever, if the links to PED usage 
keep popping up, something 
is going to stick to Braun, es- 
pecially when an angry MLB has him in its sights 
after appealing his suspension last year. 

The situation grew murkier for Braun when 
minor league pitcher Cesar Carrillo was sus- 
pended for 100 games last week. Carrillo’s name 
had been found in the papers that linked him, 
Braun and others to the clinic. 

While Carrillo’s suspension could be a sign of

things to come, it is important to know that the 
minor leaguers do not have a union. Braun, on 
the other hand, is a part of the MLB player union. 
MLB would have to go through a lot to bring 
Braun to trial, which is why he is safe for the time 
being. 

I wouldn’t be surprised if MLB collects 
enough evidence to suspend Braun at some point 
this season. Braun is the only player to have ever 
had his suspension overturned, 
and that whole appeal was fishy 
to begin with. 

But even if MLB discovers a 
link between Bosch and Braun 
that confirms Braun used PEDs, it will be dif- 
ficult to suspend Braun because of the lack of a 
positive PED test. 

It amazes me that baseball players still risk 
suspension and the tarnishing of their careers 
by using PEDs. MLB uses some of the best PED 
testing, and it is only getting better. The sport’s 
suspensions are strict and have done a good job at 


significantly reducing the cheaters in the game. 

But there are still so many players that will- 
ingly take the risk. Why? 

MLB boasts some of the best athletes in the 
country. In order to stay on top of the game and 
make it to the professional level, it takes a lot of 
hard work and talent. The desire to make it to the 
big leagues and the dreams of inking a massive 
contract are too enticing for these players. 

Thus, they blatantly cheat, with slim chances 
they will not get caught. 

It does seem that most ballplayers who use 
PEDs are exposed. Even sadder is that it is the 
greatest players of our generation that are being 
outed the most. 

It goes to show the best players in the league 
are playing over their heads because of the use 
of banned substances. In Braun’s case, his talent 
will always be questioned and, if ever proven 
guilty of PED use, marked with an asterisk.

During this, 
two ravers make contact with peace signs, a “hand- 
made” heart and finally interlace their fingers to ex- 
change bracelets.

Yet, one devoted fan was waving a crutch in the 
air; even a few middle-aged couples joined the scene. 


It’s a friendly atmosphere 

I’m not one to take drugs, but ecstasy users sure are 
fun to be around. 

Don’t be fooled by the attractive women painted as 
nightmarish Cheshire cats. Most rave-goers are very 
friendly. 

Free water bottle refills and cell phone charging 
stations were available, not to mention that the grass 
provided places for groups to chill and crash.

Long Beach State to take on talented Baylor team in NIT 


The 49ers will seek out 
their first postseason 
win since 1990 tonight 
at the Ferrell Center.

The Long Beach State men’s basket- 
ball team is seeking redemption. 

After an early exit in the Big West 
Conference tournament, LBSU’s hopes 
of a repeat trip to the NCAA tourna- 
ment ended. However, that doesn’t 
mean its season is over. 

The seventh-seeded ‘Niners (19-13) 
will head to Waco, Texas to take on 
No. 2 Baylor (18-14) tonight in the first 
round of the National Invitational Tour- 
nament (NIT). 

Big West Player of the Year and NBA 
prospect James Ennis will lead The 
Beach as his collegiate career draws 
to a close. He said the NIT, while not 
the big dance, provides his team the op- 
portunity to keep playing and continue 
showcasing its skills. 

“It’s disappointing, but it’s life, and 
we've got to move on, show character 


and come out and show everyone that 
we’re a good team and play together,” 
he said. 

The senior guard has scored in dou- 
ble figures 37 games in a row and av- 
erages 16.7 points and 6.9 rebounds a 
night. 

“It’s a good experience for us and 
good exposure for me, and we’ve just 
got to come out and take it like it’s our 
last game and move forward,” Ennis 
said. “I know my guys are excited to 
play. It’s a big atmosphere, something 
new, So it’s exciting.” 

LBSU head coach Dan Monson said 
despite losing in the conference tourna- 
ment, the NIT will provide the ‘Niners 
a chance to continue competing against 
solid programs. 

“All 32 teams had expectations two 
weeks ago to go to the NCAAs,” he 
said. ““There’s very little margin for er- 
ror, and all these teams fell short but not 
by much. There are nine other teams 
that lost their conference championship 
but won their league. Everybody’s in 
the same boat, and everybody has that 
same fuel.” 

LBSU’s last trip to the NIT was in 
2011, when it lost 85-74 to Washington 
State in the first round. 

The Beach is making its seventh all- 
time appearance in the NIT, with its last 
win coming in 1990 against Arizona 


State. The team has never advanced 
past the second round. 

Baylor is paced by senior guard 
Pierre Jackson and freshman center 
Isaiah Austin. 

Jackson leads the team in scoring 
and assists, averaging 19.8 points and 
6.5 dimes a night. 

Austin is second in scoring, averag- 
ing 13.2 points while leading the Bears 
on the glass with 8.6 rebounds per 
game. 

The Bears lost 74-72 against No. 14 
Oklahoma State in the first round of the 
Big 12 tournament. 

Monson said Baylor would be one 
of his team’s toughest opponents this 
season. 

“I think Baylor’s the most talented 
team we’ve played all year, and I’m 
talking physically talented more than 
Syracuse, Ohio State, UCLA, USC, 
North Carolina,” he said. “They have 
six or seven really good basketball 
players, but similar to us, their con- 
sistency and putting it all together has 
been an issue for them, so it’s going 
to be which team can motor through 
that.” 

The 49ers are 2-2 all-time against 
Baylor, but they have not faced the 
Bears since 1979. 

Tip-off is set for 6 p.m. tonight, and 
the contest will be televised on ESPN2.

49er women to face Utah at Pyramid in first round of WNIT 


LBSU will appear in 
the WNIT for the first 
time since 2000.

An at-large berth into the Women’s Na- 
tional Invitational Tournament will give 
the Long Beach State women’s basketball 
team a chance to salvage its disappointing 
early exit from the Big West tournament. 

LBSU (9-9 Big West, 16-15 over- 
all) will host Utah (8-10 Pac-12, 18-13 
overall) in the first round of the WNIT 
on Wednesday at 7 p.m. at the Walter 
Pyramid, after getting eliminated in the 
first-round of the Big West Tournament 
by Cal State Fullerton last week. 

“Tt’s an honor and absolute thrill to 
play in the postseason,” head coach Jody 
Wynn said. “We are thankful for the op-

portunity to play in the WNIT. It will be 
a terrific experience for our young team, 
and we are looking forward to taking the 
court together again.” 

This will be the 49ers’ first WNIT 
appearance since 2000, when they beat 
New Mexico and St. Mary’s en route to 
the third round. Their run ended there 
when they suffered a heartbreaking 65-

63 loss to Colorado State. 
The chance to play in the WNIT also 
_ gives the 49ers a chance to redeem them- 
selves after losing to Cal State Fullerton 
in the first-round game of the Big West 
Tournament, where expectations were 
high after The Beach made a surprising 
run to the final as a seventh seed last year. 
Sophomore center Devin Hudson will 


lead the way for the ‘Niners after setting a 
Big West Tournament record with 24 re- 
bounds in the loss to CSUF. Senior Mary 
Ochiltree will also get her last chance to 
extend her career at The Beach. 

The 49ers played well against Pac-12 
opponents this season, with wins over 
Washington and Utah while losing to 
then No. 1 Stanford. 

Utah played Arizona (whom the 
‘Niners beat 71-61 earlier this season) 
three times this year. The Runnin’ Utes 
dropped both regular season games to 
the Wildcats but managed to get past 
them in the first-round game of the Pac- 
12 tournament, where they were elimi- 
nated by UCLA in the second round. 

Utah is averaging 59.7 points per 
game on a 41 percent field goal percent- 
age this season, which is comparable to 
LBSU’s 60.4 points per game on a 38 
percent field goal shooting. The Utes 
hold the advantage defensively, how- 
ever, allowing only 54.7 points in com- 
parison to the 49ers’ 60.5. 

Junior forwards Michelle Plouffe 


and Taryn Wicijowski form a potent 
tandem for Utah as they combine for 
more than half of their team’s scoring 
average with 16.7 and 14.2 points per 
game, respectively. Plouffe also leads 
the team in rebounding with 8.5 boards 
per game, followed by Wicijowski’s 6.8. 

Complementing the front court duo 
is senior shooting guard Iwalani Ro- 
drigues, who averages 12.1 points and 
4.7 rebounds per game. 

The 49ers and Utes last met in 2007, 
when Utah cruised to a 74-46 victory. 
The Utes are also ahead 3-2 in their all- 
time series against The Beach. They’ve 
played at the WNIT six times and won 
their Round 1 games ‘in each of their 
last three appearances. 

“This is an exciting time of the year,” 
Utah head coach Anthony Levrets told 
Utah athletics. “It’s fun to be playing in 
March. We will get ready to play a Long 
Beach team that is playing really well.” 

If the 49ers beat Utah, they will face 
the winner of the San Diego-Hawaii 
game in Round 2 this weekend.
